Need is great 


The need is great. Every day calls come into the 
offices of the Saskatchewan Division of the Canadian 
Mental Health Association, from people desperately in 
need of help, and no one else to turn to. 

“My wife is acting strangely. What can I do?” 

I'm afraid of my husband. He gets violently angry 
and threatens me and the children.” ; 

“My sister is coming out of hospital next week. I 
have no room for her.” 

“My son locks himself in his bedroom and stays 
there all day.” 

“I don't feel well. Can you help me?” 

Can you help me? The cry is heard by the Canadian 
Mental Health Association staff every day, many times a 
day. There are women who don't want their husbands 
home from hospital. The Canadian Mental Health Asso- 
ciation social worker probes the situation with a view of 
helping all concerned. There are families who want their 
relatives out of hospital, against medical advice. They 
must be handled with firmness and tact. There are pa- 
tients who want to go into hospital when they don't 
have to, and patients who don’t want to go into hospital 
when they have to. And the cry is always the same, can 
you help me? 

The Canadian Mental Health Association, with the 
aid of public volunteer funds, has been able to maintain 
a trained staff capable of advising, interpreting hosptial 
policy, giving information, acting as liaison between hos- 
pital and patient, hospital and family, patient and fam- 
ily, patient and society. It has been able to maintain 
offices always open to hospital social workers and other 
personnel who need a place to make their headquarters 
while in the cities. The doors are always open to dis- 
traught frightened people, for whom the world has sud- 
denly and temporarily become too much to handle. 

The Canadian Mental Health Association has grown 
in answer to a tremendous need, and has quickly filled 
a gaping emptiness in our society. Without it, misery, 
fright, hopelessness would overwhelm many of us. But 
the job is barely begun. 

There is the necessity of expanding rehabilitation 
services to reach all parts of Saskatchewan. There is the 
need fot public education, the need for people to know 
more about the symptoms of mental illness and where 
help is available. There is the need for more volunteer 
services of the selflless, devoted kind which asks nothing 
except to serve. There is the need for more workshops, 
which have so far proved successful in various parts of 
Saskatchewan, where people can come with their ques- 
tions, discuss them with one another and learn together. 
And behind all this is the greatest need of all, to answer 
the multitudes of questions raised when someone be- 
comes mentally ill. Why has this happened to my son, 
my husband, my wife? Why indeed? What causes this 
great suffering? What goes wrong when an intelligent 
healthy young person becomes mentally ill? Scientists 
are trying to find the answers. Saskatchewan psychia- 
tric research, even though conducted with pitifully in- 
adequate funds, has raised the hopes of thousands of 
patients and their families. Think how much more it 
could do with five or 10 times the amount that is pres- 
ently available for their quest. 

It all boils down to one thing. The Canadian Mental 
Health Association needs you, every individual, to be- 

come a member, to learn about how we can help the men- 

tally ill, to mature in the knowledge that we can help 
and that in so doing we are helping society and ultimate- 
ly ourselves, We can reduce the monstrous waste in 
money and lives. We can reduce misery and pain. We 
can help, and as one psychiatrist said: "If I have helped 
just one human being, then my life has been worth 
living.”

A new trophy for marksmanship 
competition by the six infantry 
regiments of the Regular Army 
has been donated to the army by 
the late Brigadier A. Hamilton 
Gault, DSO, CD, who died last 
November. 

Founder of the famed Princess 
Patricia's Canadian Light In- 
fantry and one of Canada’s most 
notable soldiers, Brig. Gault was 
always an enthusiastic advocate 
of rifle marksmanship. He consid- 
ered that a unit is “onty as good 
as its marksmanship.” 

The trophy, featuring a silver 
figure of a Canadian soldier firing 
the FN rifle, is believed to be 
the first trophy to portray the 
new weapon. 

The figure is mounted on a base 
of Kentucky walnut, the wood 


used in the manufacture of the 
FN rifle. The lower portion is 
bordered with design in maple 


leaves on which will be inscribed 
the names of winning units. The 
upper portion bears a plate in- 
scribed with the donor’s name, and 
the cap badges of the six infantry 
regiments, worked in silver. 

To be formally presented to the 
Canaidan Army later this year 
by Mrs. A. Hamilton Gault, the 
trophy will be offered aimually to 
the infantry battalion fiuishing on 
top in a rifle shooting competition 
involving all its members and not 
merely a few crack shots, 

First unit to win the trophy, 
and whose name will be inscribed 
is the 2nd Battalion, The Black 
Watch (Royal Highland Regi- 
ment) of Canada, who earned this 
honour in the first competition, 
held in 1958. 

Conditions of the award were 
drawn up under the _ personal | 
}supervision of Brig. Gault, who 
was one of Canada’s most dis-| 
tinguished soldiers and citizens. |

Colonel of the Regiment.
